The Trustees of Coty Warer Baprisr Fremace 
to present the following as their annual report ; 

t is known to your body, that for several] Sessions past our School has 
experienced a season ‘of adversity. 

It is not our present purpose to enter into an inquiry as to the cause which 
produced this state of things, but to speak of things as they now exist. 

Owing to the sickness of the Principal and ot ver Causes beyond our control, 
the Fall Session of 1858 did not commencé until the llth of October, conse. 
quently there were but few in attendance, The Spring Session of 1859 opened 
with an increased number of boarders and day pupils, and closed with a public 
examination, which occurred on the 29th and 30th of June. 

Ve were present at the examination, which was attended particularly 
on the last day by a large concourse of “pectators, and the rigid’ examination 
through which the classes passed, and the ease; and composure with which al] 
the —_ acquitted themselves, satisfied us of the thoroughness of the instruc- 
tion which had been given, This we believe is the concurrent testimony of al! 
who were present, After reading the Compositions, which deserve a high 
degree of merit, the exercises Were closed by off-hand addresses by Hon. Richard 
Phillips, and Elder C. Bryant Young, with prayer by Rev. Mr. Ford. The 
Present Session commenced at the regular time, with an iner 
pupils over the two preceding Sessions, 

— With respect to Bro, Berryman, our accomplished and efficient Principal, 
we have to Say that while we were willing to credit the recomendations which 
he furnished us, yet we were uyable to appreciate him, but now we know him, 
and can say with confidence, he is the man for the Seminary, and if the 
members of the Association, who are parents, will do what they ought for the 
School, it can be made one of the first in the West. 

re cannot close this report, without calling your attention to the pecu- 
niary condition of the Seminary. It is known to your body, that several of 
Us are Personally bound for the indebtedness of the Institution, and that at your 

. last Ssociation, we made an appeal to you for relief from what we can but 
consider an onerous burden. tt that time steps. were taken te relieve the 

Institution of embarrassment ; from this source nothing has been realized ; we 
tre unwilling to lie any longer under this debt, and therefore respectfully ask 
You to devise some means whereby we may be relieved from a burden which 
pught to be borne, at least equally by the Association. . 
. he debt as you are aware, ‘is daily increasing, by the accumulation of 
interest, while the only means left us of only 4 partial remuneration is con- 
‘stantly depreciating, The amount can be easily raised, if brethren are willing to 
make a small sacrifice, We ask them in the name of right and justice, as well 
48 for the onor of the Association that the amount be raised at once, and the 
Institution placed on a proud eminence, from which she may look down upon 
'er enemies, who now chuckle and sheer at our apathy. Should you fail to 
make up the money, or take such Steps as will secure it beyond a dobut, we ask 
that you relinquish 9)] Claims to it, and sanction & transfer to some more able or 
willing body ; and this we ask first, “ause our cause js rant and second, 
because We are confident that this body is actuated by the golden rule, of doing 
to others as they would have others to do unto them.
